They are heavy, Mr. Fox says 
very solid inside, very sweet good 
keepers, and very prolific. He has 
raised them six years, and brought the 
seed from Butte county.

LANDS. 


A Halling That Passes 6,000,000 
Acres to Patent. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.— [By the Associ- 
ated Press. In the case of the Central Pa- 
cific Railroad Company, Secretary Noble to- 
day overruled the decision of Commis- 
sioner Sparks, made May 3, 1887, which re- 
quired the company to file with its lists of 
lapds selected under its grants the usual 
non-mineéral affidavit in use in agricultural 
cases generally. The practice, in the case 
of land-grant raiiroad companies, is for the 
agent to make out lists of lands within the 
grant and submit the same to the depart- 
ment, with an affidavit to the effect that the 
plats and surveyors’ return show the lands 
to be pon-mineral. Mineral lands are re- 
served from the grant. An ordinary agri- 
cultural claimant must make oath that he 
knows, from personal inspection, that the 
land he claims is nen-mineral in character.
